The First Pacific Coast American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association Sponsored Auction held at the Fair Grounds at 
Galt, California, proved highly successful; Mr. Jack Conway, 
Pacific Palisades, California, tops sale when he pays $3,- 
000.00 for Blackcapmere 195th 642143, consigned by Otto 
V. Battles, Yakima, Washington; Conway consigned Top Cow.

HE FIRST PUBLIC SALE of pure 

bred Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle 

ever held west of the Rocky Mountains 
was held at Galt, California, Monday, May 
3d, 1948. The sale was one of a series of 
breed promotion sales sponsored by the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. The cattle for the sale were con- 
signed by the following breeders from the 
Pacific Coast states: O. V. Battles, Yakima, 
Washington; C. V. Barton, Klamath Falls, 
Oregon; Bell Bros., Woodland, California; 
Ed. R. Biaggini, Cayucos, California; 
Charles D. Cheyne, Klamath Falls, Oregon; 
Jack Conway, Pacific Palisades, California; 
J. S. Guttridge Estate, Prairie City, Ore- 
gon; Kingmont Ranch, Loomis, California; 
Myra S. Luce, Merced, California; L. A. & 
G. D. West, Klamath Falls, Oregon. The 
Pacific Coast Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
have had such a strong demand for females 
during the past year that it was necessary 
to supplement the offering from a distance. 
J. E. Barbey, Steamboat Springs, Colorado; 
and Stanley R. Pierce & Sons, Creston, IIli- 
nois; furnished twenty and twenty-seven 
head of females respectively. 

The sale was held in the heart of the 
Sacramento Valley, which is rapidly becom- 
ing noted for its herds of pure bred beef 
cattle. The sale was attended by more than 
500 men and women interested in Aberdeen- 
Angus. The demand for cattle at this sale 
far exceeded the supply, with the result 
that it was one of the snappiest sales that 
has been held at any point this year. \ The 
sixty-nine females were sold in less than 
two hours. At least fifty more females 
could have been sold to advantage if they 
had been available. Several consignors left 
with orders for additional Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to be shipped at a later date. There 
1S no question but that this sale and show 
has stimulated increased interest in the Pa- 
cific area. 

A general average of $438.38 was made 
on 102 head of cattle. Thirty-three bulls 
sold for $16,405.00 or an average of $497.12 
with a $3,000 top. Sixty-nine females sold 
for $28,310.00 or an average of $410.29 with 
the female top of $1,425.00. The top selling 
bull was the grand champion of the show, 
Blackcapmere 195th 642143, consigned by 
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Otto V. Battles and purchased by Jack Con- 
way for $3,000.00 for his very fine herd at 
Pacific Palisades, California. The top sell- 
ing female was Queen of All Hollows 4th 
655902, reserve champion female, consigned 
by Mr. Conway and purchased by Mr. Bat- 
tles. The champion female of the show was 
Ponda Guttridge 701492, an April yearling, 
consigned by J. S. Guttridge Estate, Prairie 
City, Oregon, and purchased by Jack Con- 
way for $1400.00. G. E. Metzger, Durham, 
California, was the largest buyer, securing 
nineteen head in the sale. Buyers were in 
attendance from most of the western states, 
and cattle were sold to twenty-nine differ- 
ent buyers from the states of Washington. 
Oregon, Idaho and California. 

Sunday afternoon, May 2d, a large crowd 
was on hand to watch the judging of the 
sale cattle bv Alex. McDonald, of Davis, 
California. Mr. McDonald gave an excellent 
discussion on type, pointing out to the visit- 
ors the desirable points to be kept in mind 
in selecting modern type Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. 

An interesting feature in connection with 
this event was the “Bond Bull Sale.” Ed. 
Biaggini donated a bull calf to be awarded 
to the winner in the sale of War Bonds. A 
number was issued for each $50.00 bond 
purchased. These numbers were put in a 
hat and the holder of the duplicate number 
was awarded the bull. The Secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation purchased $5,000.00 worth of War 
Bonds for the Association. One of his num- 
bers was the lucky one. The Secretary im- 
mediately put the bull up for sale and do- 
nated the proceeds to the newly organized 
Pacific Coast Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, which was organized the night 
before the sale with fifty charter members. 

Earl Walters, Filer, Idaho, did a splendid 
job of selling the cattle and was assisted in 
the ring by Bob Teale, of the Western Live 
Stock Journal; Alyson E. Smith, of the Pa- 
cific Stockman and Ora Leachman, at whose 
sale pavilion the sale was held.

Save that Feed! 


With most discouraging weather condi- 
tions prevailing throughout the corn belt 
it behooves every cattle man in the country 
to save every pound of feed possible. Corn 
acreage is far below normal, and the stand 
is inferior in many cases, thus the prospects 
for a big reduction in corn is imminent. The 
lateness of plantings, especially those fields 
that have been replanted two or three times 
gives cause to believe that much of the crop 
will be exposed to early frosts before reach- 
ing maturity. It will be a wise plan to put 
an abundance of the crop’into silos. The 
shortage of building materials will be felt 
tremendously. Many will resort to trench 
silos which may be built in most soils with- 
out the use of building materials of any 
sort. A trench silo is simply a trench in the 
ground. For proper construction and drain- 
age which is essentia. confer with your 
nearest agriculturai station and ask for bul- 
letins on the sunject. Where pit or trench 
silos can not be used to advantage it is pos- 
sible to build bundle silos. This construc- 
tion was used many years successfully at 
our own Strathmore Farms before we were 
able to construct permanent containers. For 
specifications apply to the Iowa State Col- 
lege, Department of Agriculture for bulle- 
tins covering this subject. At any rate be 
ready. Keep a watchful eye on the crop 
development and protect your feed supply.

Beef is also Needed 


tle industry in Britain has been a ser- 

ious blow to breeders and feeders of 
top quality cattle in Scotland and England. 
By deliberate government action the beef 
industry has been relegated to a minor posi- 
tion in the food production picture. Under 
Britain’s system of grading, production of 
good beef has been discouraged while pro- 
ducers of rough, heavy boned cattle are 
favored. Gross weight, rather than dress- 
ing percentage, is stressed. But this system 
does not encourage greater total production 
of beef. Rather, a premium is being paid 
for bone and waste rather than for actual 
pounds of usable beef. As a result of this 
trend, many good Aberdeen-Angus herds 
have been depleted and needed expansion 
has been stopped. 


Officially we are not operating under the 
same conditions in the United States. But 
trends are in evidence, which, if unchecked, 
can have the same general effect. The net 
result would be sharply curtailed beef ton- 
nage. And few will deny that this country 
needs all of the meat, including beef, that 
our farms and feed lots can turn out. The 
present unsettled feeling among cattle feed- 
ers is a continuation of the condition which 
existed last summer and which resulted in 
a slow movement of replacement cattle into 
feed lots. The result of this upset schedule 
is still noticeable in market receipts of 
finished cattle. This lack of confidence 
then, and now, is due to disturbing talk and 
rumors of possible government action ad- 
versely affecting the industry. While such 
action did not actually take place, nor is 
likely to, the effect has been much the same. 

The beef cattle producer is as patriotic as 
any citizen in the country. He wants to 
produce as much beef as possible. He is a

ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
TOPS IN CHICAGO. 


Recent weeks have been good ones 
for Aberdeen-Angus loads on the Chi- 
cago market. The May top of $17.65 
went to a consignment of choice Blacks 
from an Illinois feed lot and in addition 
Aberdeen-Angus established a goodly 
number of daily tops. 

Gus Bremer, well known Aberdeen- 
Angus finisher of Stanton County, Ne- 
braska, was on the market May 3d with 
nineteen head averaging 1,416 pounds 
that topped at $17.60. The following 
day Glen Hill, of Clinton County, Iowa, 
marketed twenty-five Blacks averaging 
1,262 pounds, at $17.00 per hundred 
weight, the day’s top price. 

On successive days, May 5th and 6th, 
Aberdeen-Angus again sold at the top. 
On May 5th, L. B. Murphy, of Scotts 
Bluff County, Nebraska, marketed 
twenty head of 1,270 pounders at 
$17.50. May 6th Warner Boyd, of Lake 
County, South Dakota, topped the day’s 
market at $17.00 with a consignment of 
1,083 pounders. 

Top of the month, $17.65, was made 
on May 12th by Godfrey Frank, of San- 
gamon County, Illinois, with twenty- 
eight head of choice 1,275 pound Aber- 
deen-Angus.

specialist with the knowledge and equip- 
ment to produce. He knows that his product 
is needed and wanted by the Armed Forces 
and civilian consumers. All he needs to do 
the job is some assurance that the props 
will not be kicked out from under him. 


A constructive comment on the current 
beef situation has been released by one of 
the major packers. It points out “that the 
number of cattle available for beef produc- 
tion is not as flexible and cannot be in- 
creased as rapidly as can the number of oth- 
er meat animals; hence it follows that the 
weight added in the feed lot is of major im- 
portance in determining the supply of beef. 
Any increase in the tonnage of beef within

weight and finish to which cattle are car- 
ried in the feed lot. 


“Yearling and two-year-old steers can be 
carried to a high good or low choice grade 
without producing excess amounts of fat. 
Thus, marketing steers at a medium or low 
good finish represents a loss in tonnage of 
usuable meat which still could be added con- 
sistent with good feeding practice if the cat- 
tle were carried to a high good or low choice 
finish.” 

There seems to be a tendency in official 
circles to rely too much on statistics and 
estimates without giving proper weight to 
production figures on what is actually hap- 
pening. And figures are a poor meal time 
substitute for non-existent beef. A case in 
point is the discrepancy between estimates 
of cattle on feed and actual marketing. Jan- 
uary 1st figures claimed eight per cent 
more cattle on feed than a year ago; April 
1st figures showed one per cent more beef 
steers in corn belt feed lots. Apparently 
during this period seven per cent more cat- 
tle were marketed than a year ago. Actually 
federally inspected slaughter declined no- 
ticeably during the months in question. 

Too much reliance on estimates of our 
total cattle population also may be mis- 
leading. January lst estimate on total 
number of cattle, including dairy stock, in- 
dicates an all-time record. But in relation 
to our national population the cattle figures 
are not quite as impressive. Today we have 
78,170,000 cattle for an “all time high” pop- 
ulation of 135,604,000 people. But in 1918 
we had 71,915,000 cattle for only 105,000,000 
people. In other words, we have thirty-four 
percent more people but only nine per. cent

It looks 
however, like it will fill some of our needs 
It is not a cure all. Those who go in to. 
gether must be of a temperament to work 
well together, must work for the good of all 
must not be selfish, must agree on type and 
have a burning desire to really raise better 
cattle in addition to making it pay well We 
have found that the pooling of ideas and 
judgments has been quite successful so far 
One person sees what another misses, |f 
we do not see eye to eye, we let the matter 
ride until a better idea turns up or events 
prove one or the other right. When ye 
are all agreed, we are pretty certain that 
we are not far wrong. No one has a corner 
on all the good ideas. No one dominates 
the group, each one speaks up and gives his 
reasons whether the others agree with him 
or not. This way we do not miss good ideas, 
We have found that when the real good idea 
comes along that we usually all agree and 
when we do not agree, the idea is not good 
or it needs refinement and further develop- 
ment.”

of the spring season was the J. F. Mc- 

Kenny sale, and it was a good thing 
that Mr. McKenny decided to bring the of- 
fering from the farm at King City to the 
Maryville sale barn, for the rain and wind- 
storm on Saturday night would certainly 
have been to his disadvantage. 


The offering was a well bred consignment 
of animals, most of them produced on the 
McKenny farm, and nearly all young cattle 
with a lifetime of productive life ahead of 
them, cattle that carried wonderful tabula- 
tions combining the breeding of many cham- 
pions. An offering that drew buyers from 
eight states and when the final tally was 
in, the cattle had gone to herds in Nebraska, 
Iowa, Oklahoma, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and 
Kansas, with the major part of the offering 
being retained in Missouri, as_ thirty-nine 
lots stayed in the home state and twenty- 
six were divided among the buyers of the 
other states named. 


It was late Sunday afternoon when we 
arrived at Maryville and our first stop 
was at the sale pavilion, where we met Mr. 
McKenny, examined the offering and mark- 
ed our catalogs in preparation for the big 
day to come. Most of the young cattle of- 
fered were sired by Ennoble 60th and Bar 
Prince 2d of Sunbeam, and these were well 
accepted by the buyers with the forty-five 
females averaging $319.55 and the twenty 
bulls averaging $259.00 with the sixty-five 
head bringing a total of $19,565.00 for an 
average of $301.00.

NE TRIP THROUGH THE BARN on 

Friday, May 14th, and it was common 

knowledge that the members of this 
Northeast Missouri association had brought 
together the best consignment of cattle ever 
to go through the sale ring at Memphis, 
Missouri, and the crowd that was on hand 
represented buyers from four states. 

About half of the cattle sold remained 
right in Missouri, however twenty-nine head 
went to Illinois buyers; fifteen found new 
homes in Iowa and three had a nice long 
ride to new Nebraska homes. 

The sale opened shortly after twelve 
o’clock. Col. A. W. Thompson on the block 
called upon Don C. Pollock, president of the 
Northeast Missouri Association, for the wel- 
coming talk and also introduced Bill Bar- 
‘on, fieldman for the American Aberdeen- 
4ngus Breeders Association, who gave a 
b.ief word on the great strides made by the 
breed the past year at the regional sales.

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N A RECENT SUNDAY EVENING, 

I was enjoying my pipe, slippers, and 

easy chair when the telephone rang. 
It proved to be Mr. Leslie T. Hamilton of 
Macomb, and Good Hope, Illinois, the con- 
genial and enterprising president of the II- 
_linois Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. I was very much surprised when Mr. 
Hamilton asked me if I would write an 
article to appear in the June issue of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. I have never 
written an article for a magazine in my life 
and probably never will again. My hope in 
having it published in the Journal is based 
on the fact that I have known good old 
Fred Hahne for a number of years and we 
have broken bread and had ice water to- 
gether so often that Fred would not refuse 
to print the article. 

I have handled and fed cattle most of my 
life and have always admired the Bonnie 
Blacks. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
I finally decided to start a herd of pure 
bred breeding cattle. In the Spring of 1934 
I attended the Garrett Tolan sale at Pleas- 
ant Plains. Before the sale started, and 
with my catalog in hand, I was looking ov- 
er the various cattle to be sold when I came 
across my good friend, Mr. William Mum- 
mert of Astoria, Illinois.

The following treatise on the Feeding and Care of Calves, by Prof. 
R. R. Thalman, Departnent of Animal Husbandry, University of Neb- 
raska, will be of some practical aid to Aberdeen-Angus Breeders. 
The complete Text may be found in Circular 58 which is available 
by addressing Director W. W. Burr, University of Nebraska, Lincoln. 


HE USUAL PRACTICE of letting beef 

calves nurse their mothers until they 

reach weaning age is of course the 
most desirable method of production. Cer- 
tainly it is the least troublesome to the 
owner and many are willing to concede it 
the most profitable, especially if labor is 
considered. Occasionally, however, the 
calf’s mother dies, the cow is sold, or sick- 
ness of the cow leaves the calf an orphan. 
There are times, also, when it seems prac- 
tical to purchase young calves that normal- 
ly would continue to receive milk for several 
months. Where it is possible to put two 
calves on one cow, or provide nurse cows, 
the problem is easily solved. There are 
many instances, however, when no milk or 
at least a limited amount is available to 
the calf and the owner is faced with the 
problem of trying to cheat Mother Nature 
by substituting other feeds. This is not as 
easily done as many of the uninitiated are 
inclined to believe. It is not infrequent that 
considerable difficulty is encountered in 
raising calves with limited amounts of milk 
or none at all. Requests for information on 
ealf gruels, mixed grain feeds, and com- 
mercial supplements are frequent enough 
to make a short circular upon this subject 
seem desirable. Furthermore, as the more 
diversified agricultural program gets under 
way these requests are increasing. 

Importance of a Good Start—This circu- 
lar is concerned primarily with the every- 
day problems of calf feeding upon limited 
milk rations. In order to understand these 
problems it is necessary to have in mind a 
fairly clear picture of the growth and nu- 
tritional requirements of the young calf. To 
jump in blindly and start feeding the calf is 
to invite failure or at best unsatisfactory 
results. 

There are but two good reasons for de- 
veloping the beef calf: (1) to produce beef 
or veal and (2) to be grown out and used 
for breeding purposes either in the herd 
where grown or in a buyer’s herd. In eith- 
er case the calf should be well grown and 
properly developed if the venture is to be 
successful, financially or otherwise. Since 
much depends upon the calf’s early start in 


life, it is very important that proper care 
and feed be given at that time. 

Young animals make far more rapid and 
efficient gains than older ones. Properly 
fed, a 300-pound beef-bred calf will gain 
slightly more than two pounds per day over 
extended periods and in so doing will re- 
quire considerably less feed than his two- 
year-old brother. It is important, there- 
fore, from a cost standpoint to get those 
good gains while he is still a calf and the 
impulse to grow is at its height. 


Ration Requirements for the Growing 
Calf—Whether a calf is to be used in the 
breeding herd or to produce beef makes lit- 
tle difference so far as the nutrient require- 
ments are concerned. This is especially true 
during the first eight months of the ani- 
mal’s life. After that the calf that is to 
go into the breeding herd will of course use 
relatively larger amounts of roughages and 
pasture than the fattening calf. Heifers 
kept for breeding will need little or no grain 
after they reach a year of age if good 
roughages are available. Since this circular 
deals only with young calves we need not be 
concerned whether the objective is beef pro- 
duction or the maturing of a breeding ani- 
mal. It usually pays to give all calves un- 
der 8 to 12 months of age as good care as 
possible. 


To produce normal growth and develop- 
ment the calf requires the following nutri- 
ents: proteins, fats, carbohydrates, miner- 
als, and vitamins. To omit from the ration 
any one or more of these nutrients is to 
invite failure. Further, these nutrients must 
be fed in sufficient quantities and in the 
proper proportion for optimum results. To 
supply these nutrients the feeder must use 
feeds that will furnish them. In addition 
these nutrients must be found in the feeds 
that the calf can handle at any given stage 
in his development. More than that, the 
feeds should be sufficiently palatable to the 
calf so that he will eat them without being 
forced by hunger to do so. The successful 
feeder must understand feeds and in addi- 
tion something of the physiology of the di- 
gestive tract.

Because of his undeveloped paunch the 
calf has a limited capacity for feed. He 
must, therefore, take his food at frequent 
intervals and in limited amounts. It must 
be easily and quickly digested and contain 
all of the nutrients needed by his body. 
Should he be required to take a course, 
bulky feed, he would not only have diffi- 
culty digesting it but would he consuming 
a relatively small amount of digestible nu- 
trients, and likely one or more of the neces- 
sary nutrients would not be found in that 
particular feedstuff. His chance, therefore, 
of receiving a balanced diet would be small. 

Meeting the Nutrient Requirements 

Milk—Milk is the natural food of the 
young animal, and it lacks but few nutri- 
ents. For the young animal, milk is the 
most natural and most complete food avail- 
able and it is with difficulty that milk can 
be excluded from the diet of the young. 

The value of the first milk or colostrum 
to the newborn calf is quite generally 
known. Colostrum is thick, very yellow in 
color, and contains nearly six times as much 
protein as is contained in ordinary milk. 
Contrary to popular opinion it is not much 
higher in fat than ordinary milk. Colostrum 
is noticeably higher in mineral content, s0 
necessary to bone growth, than common 
milk and the nutrients provided are very 
easily digested. The laxative properties of 
colostrum are important and it is believed 
that it may also have a beneficial germicidal 
effect. A calf started from birth on his 
mother’s milk as nature intended, is usually 
off to a good start. 

Even though the digestive systems 0 
young calves are not fully developed they 
are capable of digesting and assimilating 
without difficulty the nutrients of milk. The 
protein content of milk is high and of g 
quality and meets the protein requirements 
for growth. The fat and sugar found in 
milk furnish concentrated energy in 2! 
easily assimilated form for the producto 
of heat and fat.

upon the digestive tract. It is a well known 
fact that milk too rich in fat is likely to 
cause digestive disturbances. Milk from 
the Jersey or especially the Guernsey is not 
regarded by most calf feeders as being as 
good as that from Holsteins or the beef 
breeds. Most purebred breeders fitting 
show calves will not use Jersey or Guern- 
sey cows for nurse cows because of the 
danger of the milk causing scours and other 
digestive ailments. Since there is consider- 
able difference in the composition of milk 
from different cows even within a given 
breed, it is also a good practice not to keep 
shifting the calf from one cow to another. 

Mastitis or “garget,” an udder disease of 
cows, is very dangerous to the well-being of 
calves, especially to the younger ones. Milk 
from cows so diseased should never be used 
for the calf. Feeding it may cause severe 
intestinal inflammation and scours, result- 
ing in much sickness and many deaths 
among calves. 

Protein requirements and how to supply 
them—During the growing period the calf 
requires rather large amounts of protein. 
Not only must the supply of protein be ade- 
quate but it must be of good quality, con- 
taining the essential amino acids for 
growth, life, and well-being of the animal. 
Protein is that nutrient used for the pro- 
duction of lean meat or muscle, hair, and 
hide. To limit the protein below bodily re- 
quirements slows up the growth and may 
result in a stunted calf. 

There are two general types of protein- 
rich feeds: (1) legume roughages and (2) 
protein concentrates. The latter class might 
be divided into two classes: those with a 
high and those with a medium quantity of 
protein. Common protein feeds of each class 
suitable for calf feeding are as follows: 

Protein Roughages: Alfalfa hay—green, 
leafy, and fine stemmed; Clover hay— 
clean, good colored, leafy, and fine; Lespe- 
deza hay—good quality and leafy; Soybean 
hay—well cured—not too mature when cut. 

Protein Concentrates: Cottonseed cake or 
meal; Linseed oil meal; Soybean oil meal; 
Meat meal or tankage; Fish Meal; Dried 
milk (skimmed or whole); Corn gluten 
meal; Peanut meal; Blood meal (used only 
in small quantities). 

In deciding upon which of these feeds to 
use one must of course keep relative cost in 
mind but not to the exclusion of all other 
factors, especially for the calf. Of the 
roughages none are superior, or even equal, 
to good bright leafy alfalfa hay. Fine sec- 
ond, third, or fourth cuttings are best for 
calves, Occasionally, however, a calf sub- 
ject to bloat will be encountered; and in that 
case it may be necessary to resort to prairie 
hay or a mixture of prairie and alfalfa or 
to clover hay. In some cases feeding a low- 
er grade of alfalfa will overcome the diffi- 
culty. No matter what roughage is used, 
the calf should receive only that of good 
quality, properly cured, and as free from

dust, mold, and other foreign material as 
possible. 

Frequently a small amount of alfalfa or 
other protein roughage can be ground into a 
meal and mixed with the grain ration. In 
doing this, however, care should be exercis- 
ed not to make the mixture contain more 
than 15 per cent by weight of this meal. Ad- 
ditional roughage may be provided in a rack 
from which the calf may eat at will. 

Feeding a high protein concentrate to the 
calf is a practice that is seldom if ever un- 
economical. It is by far the most effective 
and least costly method of assuring a prop- 
er protein supply. This is especially true 
where the milk ration is limited, and even 
with a plentiful milk supply the practice is 
desirable. 

Protein feeds of animal origin such as 
tankage, meat meal, and fish meal are su- 
perior from the standpoint of both quan- 
tity and quality of protein. Most of these 
feeds are highly digestible and contain most 
of the essential amino acids. Blood meal 
may be one exception and though very high 
in its protein content the digestibility is 
relatively low and the protein only of fair 
quality. The principal objection to the ex- 
clusive use of these feeds is their odor and 
resulting lack of palatability. Though a 
calf soon learns to eat them, they are best 
used in limited quantities, and when mixed 
with other feeds. 

Of the protein feeds of plant origin there 
is little difference between linseed, cotton- 
seed, and soybean oil meal. Relative price 
should in this case be the principal factor 
in selection. All are palatable and nutritious 
and contain a relatively good quality of pro- 
tein, though soybean oil meal is low in min- 
erals, especially calcium. Corn gluten meal 
can best be used to supplement grain ra- 
tions other than corn, or in mixtures with 
other protein concentrates. 

Carbohydrate requirements—energy and 
fat-producing feeds.—Besides the protein 
required for growth the calf requires a cer- 
tain amount of energy-producing food. The 
starches, sugars, and fats fall under this

bohydrates and is worth approximately 91, 
times as much for this purpose. ! 


The ration of protein to carboh 
and fat is known as the nutritive i ' 
is found by multiplying digestible fat by 
2% and adding the product to the digestibj, 
carbohydrates, which gives total digestible 
energy-producing material. This when qi. 
vided by the digestible crude protein equals 
the ratio between protein and energy-prp. 
ducing material, or nutritive ratio, For ey. 
ample, the nutritive ratio of corn is found 
as follows: 100 pounds of corn contain 78 
pounds of digestible protein, 66.8 pounds of 
digestible carbohydrates, and 4.3 pounds of 
digestible fat. Thus we have: 

66.8 + (2% X4.3—=9.68) =76.48~7.8=9.8 


The nutritive ratio is thus 1 part of pw- 
tein to 9.8 parts of energy-producing mater. 
ial. This illustration shows but a single 
feed but the nutritive ratio of other rations 
is found in the same way. 

The proper nutritive ratio for cattle js 
dependent upon their age and whether or 
not they are being fattened or maintained 
in stock flesh. For the young calf the de- 
sirable nutritive ratio varies between one 
part of protein to 3.9 and 4.5 parts of en- 
ergy-producing material. In other words, 
the ration that falls within this nutritive m- 
tio will, if supplied in sufficient quantity, 
meet the nutritive requirements of the calf 
for maximum production, provided of course 
that these nutrients are supplied in a form

In addition to the grains, such 
feeds as molasses have considerable energy 
— rich in carbohydrate include corn, 
wheat, grain sorghums, barley, rye, oats, 
millet, and hominy. Of the feeds listed corn 
rates the top because of its” palatability, 
high energy value, digestibility, and, 
most of the time, its availability. Wheat 
may be substituted for corn either whol- 
ly or in part with fairly good results 
though the ration will be less palatable to 
calves. Rye has about the same analysis as 
wheat but is less palatable and should be 
used as a part of the grain ration. Oats are 
very palatable and higher in protein than 
corn but are more bulky. The bulkiness is 
due to the fibrous hull which is low in di- 
gestibility, thus rendering oats less nutrious 
than corn. : 29 

In making up a ration for calves, it is al- 
ways very desirable to use a mixture of 
more than one of the above grains. Such a 
mixture is more palatable and at the same 
time adds to the chances of including in the 
ration the various nutrients necessary for 
growth and fattening. With these grains 
should be mixed one or more of the high 
protein concentrates previously discussed. 

Grains and grain by-products intermedi- 
ate in protein and carbohydrate value—This 
classification includes such feeds as wheat 
bran, shorts, soybeans, cowpeas, and brew- 
er’s grains. Of these feeds the most com- 
monly used for calves are bran and shorts 
or middlings. They are considerably lower 
in protein than the protein concentrates 
previously discussed but also higher in pro- 
tein than the high carbohydrate concen- 
trates. For this reason they enjoy an in- 
termediate position as regards proteins and 
carbohydrates or energy value. Being rath- 
er bulky in nature they add to the palatabil- 
ity of the concentrated grain ration. They 
also aid in keeping the bowels open and 
have a beneficial effect upon the digestive 
tract that aids in keeping the calf on feed.

N INTENSIVE SYSTEM of pasture

as the “Hohenheim” system quite gen- 
erally adopted by European farmers and 
tested under Ohio conditions near Colum- 
bus discloses the practibility of the plan.

ment of five hundred pounds of superphos- 
phate (20% P205) and one hundred twenty 
pounds of muriate of potash per acre were 
applied to the entire pasture, with the ex- 
ception of small test plots in each of the 
paddocks, in October. This basis treatment 
was assumed to be adequate for three year’s 
duration. The soil being neutral in action 
it was not deemed necessary to apply any 
liming material. Four applications of Ar- 
ecadian sulfate of ammonia (20% nitrogen) 
totalling 500 pounds per acre were applied 
each year at approximately the following 
dates: March 15th to April 5th; June 1st 
to June 20th, (150 pounds each application) ; 
July ist to July 20th and August Ist to 
20th, (100 pounds each application per 
acre.) 


All fertilizer materials were broadcasted 
with a lime or fertilizer spreader. From 
sixty to seventy head of cattle were used in 
the experiment. Harrowing to spread the 
dung piles has been found to be one of the 
important operations in the management of 
the pasture. This method prevents the ap- 
pearance of tufted or ungrazed areas, there- 
by materially increasing the grazing area 
of the paddocks. Two or three harrowings 
per year are believed to be sufficient in a 
normal season. Harrowing is best done at 
a time when the moisture content of dung 
is such that it pulverizes well and yet does 
not smear up the grass. When possible the

inally have the aftermath of the sale 
‘a othe way and am at the office wait- 
ing for the blackout signal as we are hav- 
ing a nine County blackout trial and I am 
here to do my duty toward dashing the 
lights around here. 

As far as I know all of the consignors 
are very well pleased with the sale and we 
are now looking toward the next sale that 
will be held August 12th at the Champaign 
County Fair Grounds at Urbana, Ohio. This 
sale will begin at 7:30 p. m. with Roy John- 
ston on the block. 

We will have a State Show all day of the 
12th with Myron Fuerst guessing them off. 
It looks like we would have at least 125 
cattle for the show and half of these will 
sell that night. We have been making plans 
for this sale since January and we will have 
a bunch of females that will at least equal 
the bunch that were so well received at our 
May 1st sale and that made the satisfact- 
ory average of $532.00 for fifty-two fe- 
males. The bulls will be by far the top of- 
fering we have ever gotten together and we 
will be selling but six or eight of these. It 
now looks as though we would have about 
twenty open heifers, twenty bred heifers 
and we are making a strong effort to round 
up ten cows with calves at foot. 

About the same consignors will be selling 
with the addition of Warner and Calcutta 
Farms of East Liverpool. There will be 
about thirty consignors. Several of the boys 
are taking the absolute tops from their 
herds to try and top this sale so we should 
have quite a female consignment. 

I am fitting a top daughter of The Elite 
and she will be within two weeks of calving 
to Duke of Mil-Burn. I hope this is an at- 
traction. We will be selling a double bred 
Elite bull that will be very correct in his 
type and he is a bull with a world of style. 

Just to give a short summary I might 
mention that all of the breeders that have 
topped our sales from time to time will be 
selling at the August sale.

N TUESDAY, the first of June, Mr. 

John B. Brown, Rose Hill, Iowa, presi- 

dent of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association selected his cham- 
pions and reserve champions at the Region- 
al Show and Sale at Valley City, North Da- 
kota. For his champion bull he picked the 
very good son of Eric Bandolier of Brook- 
dale 3d who was out of a full sister to 
Eventuation of Bordulac. This young bull 
had about everything one looks for in a top 
herd sire prospect. Thickness aplenty, 
peautiful head, great quarters and short 
enough legged and a worthy champion of 
the show. At the sale following the show 
he was purchased on order for Mr. Albert 
Ed Payne, owner of Do-Je-Rae Farm, of 
Springfield, Ohio, and we venture to say 


that had this calf been in one or another of 
several of the earlier sales he might well 
have brought another two or three thous- 
and dollars. The reserve champion was sold 
to Dr, Hocking and W. A. Plath, of Devils 
Lake and Davenport, North Dakota, re- 
spectively. He, too, was another excellent 
bull and selling at $2,000.00 was not at ail 
out of line with present day values. An- 
other exceptionally good bull offered was 
Blue Boy 4th of Page who went at $1500.00 
to Penny & James, of Hamilton, Missouri. 
Fifty-one bulls made the very impressive 
average of $514.61 thus once again prov- 
ing that good type Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
are now coming into their own as to a de- 
mand by the commercial man in the north- 
west. It is very interesting to check the 
list of buyers in this auction, and especial- 
ly to note the number of bulls purchased 
by Mr. Archie Campbell, of Warwick, North 
Dakota. Mr. Warwick has a fairly large 
commercial herd and came to the sale hop- 
ing to buy a dozen bulls old enough for ser- 
vice. It is also interesting to note and to 
call to the attention of many pure bred 
breeders the fact that Mr. Campbell was 
willing to pay up to and including $1000.00 
for bulls to go on his commercial herd of 
cattle. 

Females too had an excellent sale with 
the champion exhibited by Hartley Stock 
Farm, selling at $1950.00, to Mr. Chas. T. 
Bates, of Ada, Oklahoma. The reserve 
champion, also a Hartley bred heifer, was 
purchased on order by Mr. John H. Small 
3d, of Rolling Ridge Farm, Latensville, 
Maryland. This heifer too was an excep- 
tionally good female. Yours Truly was 
most fortunate in being able to purchase 
three excellent heifers for Miss Betty Couz- 
ens, of Wabeek farms in Michigan.

J. J. Moxley, Extension Live Stock Spe. 
ialist of Kansas State College, was the guest 
speaker and one of the official] judges of 
the afternoon events. “Jerry” Moxley js 
also a former County Agricultural Agent of 
Brown County. In fact, he was.-the first 
agricultural agent, remaining there hardly 
one year before he was called in to the stats 
office as Live Stock Specialist in June 
1926, a position which he still holds, Moxley 
stated, “We need type in beef animals tp 
get the maximum gain with the leas 
amount of grain and the full use of rough. 
age and grass. Poor type animals of jp. 
ferior breeding will not make the maximuy 
use of grass and roughages.” He further 
stated that the present market situation 
favors the turning of inferior quality stock 
and replacing it with better quality breed- 
ing animals. Moxley further advised that 
cattlemen should look at the cattle picture 
from the long time pull rather than the 
short turn aspect. It is true, he stated, 
that during the past year or eighteen 
months, there has been considerable money 
made by purchasing cattle and giving then 
a short feed and turning them again a 
larger profits. However, this is due largely 
to economic conditions spurred by d& 
mand that enables men to do this. Thes 
conditions will not always prevail. There 
fore, Moxley urged sound methods in beef 
production for the man who wishes to stay 
in the cattle business. The profitable sys 
tems of beef production which have been 
proven here in Kansas are: 

1. The use of good beef cow herd 
when roughage and grass is available. 
By this method good quality feeder 
calves are produced by using good pure 
bred bulls. Weighty calves are produced 
by having cows calve early in_ the 
spring, to get uniformity all the calves 
should come within a ninety day periot, 
if possible. Calves should be raised by 
creep feeding some grain. The a 
vantages of the cow herd system are: 
Owner produces his own calves; grass 
and feed is least influenced by outside 
conditions; cows can use cheaper grade 
of roughage than other class of cattle; 
owner is not subject to margin, only the 
final selling price. ; 

2. Feeding quality steer calves 
purchasing high quality range calves 
in the fall of the year, over-wintering 
them well on silage and roughage 
with a protein supplement, then turn 
ing them on grass the following spr 
and taking them off in July or Aug 
ust and giving them a finishing Pe 
on grain, 
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systems of beef production,

i = of females. Keith Swartz led out their 
Oief herd bull, Revolution’s Black Prince. 
This bull was bred by Jim Swartz & Sons 

d sired by Revolution 139th, which was 
os by Strathmore Farms in Iowa. Revo- 
jution’s Black Prince is a thick typey bull. 
He is smooth and close to the ground. Two 
yearling bulls and two heifers which he 
sired were brought out and exhibited with 
him. Most of the visitors agreed that this 
was a real Get of Sire group. It will be 
remembered that Revolution’s Black Prince 
is a half brother to Elba’s Revolution 3d, 
also bred by Jim Swartz and Sons, and 
which bull was shown and exhibited by them 
in 1942. He was grand champion Aberdeen- 
Angus bull at all of the fairs and shows 
where he was exhibited in the middle West, 
including the winning of the grand cham- 
pionship at Denver and Ogden in January 
1943. The bull was sold by the Swartz to 
Carlton Corbin, of Ada, Oklahoma, in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, for $5000.00. A few of this 
pull’s calves are just now arriving on the 
farm. They are all real typey, low set 
calves. The Swartz Brothers herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus consists of sixty head of breed- 
ing cows at this time. In recent years, Mr. 
Swartz stated, they had been doing some 
close culling of herds, retaining only the 
choicest of females. They like to maintain 
their herd at from sixty to seventy-five 
head. A look at the Swartz herd quickly 
reveals that they have been breeding for 
uniformity of type, quality and beefiness. 
These features were brought home more 
emphatically to the visitors when the classes 
were brought out in the afternoon for judg- 
ing. 

After a brief discussion by J. J. Moxley 
regarding type and selection of breeding 
animals in choosing foundations for a herd, 
three different classes of bulls and one class 
of females were judged. Placing cards were 
handed to all visitors and all participated in 
the judging. After the placing of each class, 
the cards were collected and each class was 
discussed by one of the judges. Walter H. 
Atzenweiler and J. J. Moxley alternated as 
official judges of the classes.

LETTER FROM COLORADO. 

Under date of May 21st, 1943, Mr. Don- 
ald Dickinson, of Sterling, Colorado, writes: 
“T have seen you several times at-the Den- 
ver sale but never met you. (Usually we 
are more than busy on these occasions and 
for that reason would ask that breeders take 
it upon themselves to get acquainted, when- 
ever they have an opportunity, with any of 
the Journal representatives as we shall be 
happy to discuss your problems with you).

Doddie Champion at Spokane 


There was cause for | 
great rejoicing in Aber- — * 
deen-Angus circles at 4 
the 1943 Spokane, Wash- 
ington, Junior Live 
Stock Show when young 
Wayne Lenhard’s grand 
champion Aberdeen-Angus 
steer in the 4-H Division, 
was made reserve grand 
champion of the show and 
then in the auction sold 
at $1.03 per pound after 
the grand champion of an- 
other breed had been sold 
at fifty-one cents per 
pound. Still more did the 
Doddie fans have cause for 
rejoicing when the reserve 
F.F.A. steer, a beautifully 
turned Aberdeen-Angus, 
that had been fitted by 
Elmer Smith, of Walla 
Walla, Washington, sold 
for fifty-one cents per 
pound to match the grand 
champion price. A friend 
of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal described the show 
as follows: 

“The grand champion 
F.F.A, steer was a very 
fine Shorthorn that Mr. 
W. L. Carlysle, of Canada, 
said would have won the 
Shorthorn class at Chicago the year he 
judged there. The reserve grand champion 
in the F.F.A. division was a_ beautifully 
turned Aberdeen-Angus steer fitted by 
Elmer Smith, of Walla Walla, Washington. 
The calf that placed next to the reserve 
grand champion was an Aberdeen-Angus 
shown by Donald Lenhard, of Deer Park, 
Washington. The placings were: 1—Short- 
horn, 2—Aberdeen-Angus, 3—Aberdeen- 
Angus, 4—Shorthorn, 5—Hereford, 6— 
Hereford. 

“In the 4-H Club division the grand cham- 
pion was a son of the Lenhards’ Canadian 
herd bull, and was from the same dam as 
was the herd bull. This little fellow was 
just a year and six days old. He weighed 
735 pounds, and was fitted and shown by 
the youngest of the Lenhard boys—Wayne. 
He was a really fine calf even though so 
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WAYNE LENHARD, of Deer Creek, Washington, and his 4-H Champion 
Steer at the Spokane Junivr Feeders’ Show, 1943; that sold at the Spokane 
top of $1.03 per pound; outselling the Grand Champion of the Show by 
52 cents per pound.

Mr. Schloeman will be 83 years old next 
November and is active, not just in super- 
vision of farm operations but actually doing 
more than a man’s work in the feed lots and 
on the farm. The farm lays along the Min- 
nesota river seven miles northwest of Man- 
kato, with the fertile bottom lands produc- 
ing record breaking crops of corn and the 
hills above the bottoms supplying the past- 
ure for the Aberdeen-Angus cows and their 
calves. Visitors to Mr. Schloeman’s estab- 
lishment, which comprises a good many 
hundred acres, are familiar with his expres- 
sion, “Diamonds in the rough”, which is the 
term he uses to describe the good black 
cows and their chunky calves when on past- 
ure. The little “diamonds” are brought in- 
to the feed lot early in November and the 
“nolishing” process is finished late the next 
summer or fall, when they are sent to the 
St. Paul or Chicago market with “sparkle” 
enough so that they usually top the market.

The recent developments are based on John- 
son Brothers, Maas Brothers, of Riverside, 
lowa; and Glyn Mawr Farms, at Olin, Iowa;

State Sale. Herd bulls used in the Miller and 
Fulk herds consist of two Mercer county 
(Illinois) bred bulls, Chief Pilot and Ballin- 
dalloch Lad, and a Maas bred Juana and a 
Hoover bred bull. 

To summarize: A total herd of around 
150 to 175 breeding cows will be developed, 
using similar foundation cows and the same 
bulls, the cows being divided among these 
three farms. The group is agreed upon type 
and all three herds will be developed as one 
unit. The purpose is to develop a breeding 
unit large enough to permit the purchase 
of the best bulls for herd sires, to divide 
the risk, and to develop a show herd for 
post-war showing. All four men participate 
in all decisions involving the group. We 
have the advantage of four opinions and 
observations rather than one and at the 
same time there is friendly competition in 
the developement of each of the three units 
which keeps everybody on his toes. It is 
felt that this way will keep the advantages 
of personal attention secured by small herds 
together with those of large units and large 
volume and high class bulls secured from 
herds of 150 to 200 cows. Neil Johnson is

Asa 
six year old he was shown in Chicago and 
while not in the freshest show condition. on 
account of being used so heavily, stood first 
in the aged bull class, defeating Eileenmere 
85th, the grand champion bull at Chicago 
the year previous. Mr. Patterson of Canada 
purchased this bull as an eight year old 
for $3750.00 for his Don Head herd. He 
was sold in the Lonjac sale to the Red Gate 
farm in Virginia for $2800.00 as a ten year 
old bull. 


Juanna Erica of Don Head, the dam of 


General 82d of Lonjac is a daughter of the 
great imported cow Juva Erica. Prince 
Pride of Duthil was the sire of many win- 
ners in Scotland and his sons today are 
among the best breeding bulls in Scotland. 


Enthraller of Lethen was a champion at 


Perth and cost Mr. Kerr approximately 
$12,000.00 as a yearling. He proved to be 
one of the greatest bulls ever used at Harv- 
iestoun. Euripus of Ballindalloch also a 
Perth champion, cost Mr. Kerr $10,000.00. 
Jansen of Ballindalloch was a champion at 
the Highland show. 


Juanana Erica was the foundation for this 


family and was grand champion of England, 
Ireland and Scotland, all in one year. Her 
first daughter, Juvera Erica was also cham- 
pion in Scotland.
